Total  Of  Federal 
Grants  Continues 
To  Grow  At  NSC 

Recent  grants  from  Federal 
agencies  have  called  attention  to 
this  growing  source  of  support 
of  Northwestern  State  College 
programs. 

Active  grants  from  several  gov- 
ernment divisions  and  agencies 
totaled  more  than  $634,000  as  of 
Dec.  31,  1965.  These  included  a 
major  construction  grant  award 
of  $264,941  from  the  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  toward  construction 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  clinical 
campus  building  in  Shreveport. 
Most  of  the  cost,  however,  is  to 
be  paid  by  college  revenues. 

Active  grants  from  the  Nation- 
al Science  Foundation  totaled 
$150,885  and  from  the  National 
Institute  of  Health,  $154,166.69. 
These  funds,  for  the  most  part, 
were  provided  for  research  and 
the  improvement  of  instruction 
in  the  sciences. 

Two  recent  awards  were  to  Dr. 
Marie  Fletcher,  professor  of  Eng- 
lish, for  a  National  Defense  Ed- 
ucation Act  Institute  in  English 
this  summer  in  the  amount  of 
$51,033  and  $13,037  from  the 
Children's  Bureau  of  the  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service  to  Mrs.

7  Victories  in  10 
Opening  Contests 

Northwestern's  Demons  have 
been  upsetting  the  dope  bucket 
through  the  early  season,  win- 
ning seven  of  their  first  10 
games. 

Picked  by  pre-season  pollsters 
to  finish  fifth  in  the  Gulf  States 
Conference,  Coach  Tynes  Hilde- 
brand's  cagers  upset  their  first 
two  GSC  opponents  —  Louisiana 
Tech  and  Southeastern  —  before 
falling  in  a  67-66  heartbreaker  to 
Southwestern. 

Boasting  an  83-79  triumph  over 
Southeastern  and  a  73-68  decision 
over  Tech  going  into  the  South- 
western game,  the  Demons  bat- 
tled the  Bulldogs  tooth  and  nail 
through  the  contest  before  losing 
on  a  foul  shot  after  time  had  run 
out. 

The  Demons  wore  the  under- 
dog tag  in  six  of  their  seven  wins 
but  pulled  stunning  upsets  with 
alert  defensive  play  and  an  op- 
portunistic offense  led  by  David 
Clark  and  James  Wyatt.
